It’s  May  and  most  of  our  spring  coin  shows  are  over.  I  hope  you  had  the 
opportunity  to  attend  and  participate  in  one  or  more  of  them.  I  know  that  we 
had  successful  shows  all  over  the  state  although  I  was  unable  to  attend  all  of 
them.  There  are  more  shows  this  summer  and  I  hope  you  have  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  attend  them.

Our  efforts  to  exempt  sales  tax  on  rare  coins,  currency,  and  bullion  fell  short 
during  this  session  of  the  Iowa  Legislature.

This  bill  should  receive  higher  priority  in  the  fall  and  we  will  approach  the  fall 
session  with  even  more  vigor,  having  learned  some  valuable  tactics  this  first 
time.  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  INA  committee  and  everybody 
who  contacted  the  House  and  Senate  Representatives.  This  fall  we  will  have 
additional  data  and  really  hope  to  be  successful  with  passage  of  a  bill. 

I  hope  that  all  of  you  are  attending  all  the  coin  club  meetings  in  your  area 
that  you  can.  Your  participation  is  important  to  the  growth  of  our  hobby. 
Volunteer  to  provide  an  educational  presentation  at  your  coin  members  and 
share  your  expertise  in  your  specialties  with  club  members.  I  also  urge  you 
to  join  and  participate  in  regional,  national,  and  international  organizations. 
The  Central  States  Numismatic  Society  is  a  great  organization  with  great  con¬ 
ventions  in  the  1 1 -state  region  of  the  Midwest,  nearly  on  a  par  with  the  ANA. 

Those  of  you  who  specialize  in  specific  areas  of  numismatics  should  con¬ 
sider  joining  the  national  organizations  which  represent  your  specialty,  such 
as  The  Fly-In  Club  (for  collectors  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Head  Cents), 
Early  American  Coppers,  the  Barber  Coin  Collectors’  Society,  the  Liberty 
Seated  Collectors  Club,  etc.  There  are  25  or  30  specialty  clubs  and  you  are 
virtually  assured  of  finding  a  club  in  your  particular  specialty.  All  of  these 
organizations  have  periodicals  that  are  submitted  to  members  only.  These 
periodicals  contain  articles  on  varieties,  rarities  and  other  information  about 
the  series,  plus  advertisements  of  numismatic  items  from  specialty  dealers  in 
the  series.  Most  of  these  organizations  also  have  meetings  at  regional  and 
national  shows;  these  meetings  are  conducted  in  a  very  relaxed  atmosphere 
and  it’s  easy  to  meet  and  chat  with  the  experts  on  a  one-to-one  basis. 
Anyone  who  is  interested  in  joining  a  specialty  club  can  contact  me  and  I’ll 
provide  you  with  the  appropriate  information. 

I  hope  to  see  you  at  a  coin  club  meeting  in  the  near  future.

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Iowa  Sales  Tax  Repeal  Update 


The  2001  Iowa  General  Assembly  has  adjourned  and  the  bill  we  are  trying  to 
pass  to  repeal  the  sales  tax  on  precious  metals  and  rare  coins  is  still  alive. 

Brian  Fanton  made  a  speech  at  the  I.N.A.  meeting  at  the  1999  annual  show  in 
Des  Moines  and  got  the  ball  rolling  for  us. 

At  the  2000  I.N.A.  Show  in  Fort  Dodge,  President  Tom  Robertson  formed  a  for¬ 
mal  committee  to  work  toward  passage  of  this  bill.  At  that  time,  Rep.  Jamie  Van 
Fossen  was  the  sponsor  of  this  bill  and  helped  get  the  bill  into  the  House  Ways 
and  Means  Committee.  After  that  the  bill  was  stagnate  and  it  seemed  that  Rep. 
Van  Fossen  showed  almost  no  effort  in  promoting  the  bill. 

In  previous  talks  with  Sam  Ashton  of  Fort  Dodge,  Sam  indicated  to  me  that 
Rep.  Michael  Cormack  of  Fort  Dodge  was  a  strong  supporter  of  this  bill.  The  com¬ 
mittee  decided  to  see  if  Rep.  Cormack  would  be  interested  in  sponsoring  our  bill. 

Several  weeks  ago,  Tom  Robertson  and  myself  went  down  to  the  capital  and 
visited  with  Rep.  Cormack  and  explained  all  the  advantages  to  the  bill  and  asked 
him  if  he  could  be  our  new  sponsor.  Rep.  Cormack  was  most  supportive  and 
agreed  to  help  us  out  as  much  as  possible. 

The  following  weeks  brought  a  strong  effort  of  Rep.  Cormack  to  get  our  bill  on 
the  House  floor  for  debate.  This  was  coupled  with  a  massive  letter  writing  and  e- 
mail  campaign  to  Legislators  from  dealers  and  collectors  from  across  the  State. 

In  the  final  days  of  the  2001  Assembly,  our  bill  was  moved  up  to  the  “White 
Calendar”  which  is  a  priority  listing  of  bills  to  be  debated.  Unfortunately,  the  House 
was  preoccupied  with  other  high  profile  bills  and  our  bill  did  not  advance. 

The  good  news  is  that  because  of  the  massive  contacts  all  of  us  made  to  our 
Representatives,  this  bill  will  be  on  the  front  burner  in  the  next  session. 

We  must  maintain  our  momentum  and  keep  fighting.  I  have  posted  on  my  web 
site,  pages  devoted  to  helping  you  keep  up  to  date  on  what  is  happening.  There 
is  a  sample  letter  that  explains  all  the  advantages  of  this  bill  and  a  roster  of  all  the 
Legislators  with  addresses,  phone  numbers  and  e-mail  addresses.  My  web  site 
address  is  christoDhersiewelrv.com.  click  on  “Sales  Tax  bill”.
